of reassembling this venerable hody every one 

seems quite uncertain. ‘The Zemski Sobor isa 
kind of Russian States-General. Count Leo Tol- 
stoy the younger, who expounds the subject in 
“Novoe Vremya,” says that it must comprise 
the representatives from the four estates of 
nobility, clergy, ‘burghers, and peasantry. Its 
numbers may be anything from 1,500 up to 
twice that number, divided into separate 
committees. As Russia is still essentially an 


‘| agricultural State, the peasant representatives 


ought to predominate ; bat there is a practi- 
cal difficulty in the way, for if the body is 
convened for the early spring, how are the 
peasants to be spared from their field work { 
Even supposing a representative Zemaki Sobor 
is got together, it is extremely doubt- 
fil whether it can do anything practical 
in the way of reform. Its previous appear 
ances in history do not seem to show that 
it has any bat consultative functions, 
and it is not clear whether it can exercise 
these in any way save that of registering and 
endorsing the Imperial decisions. Ivan the 
Terrible eonvened a Zemski Sobor in 1566 to 
advise him with regard to the Polish war, and 
we are not surprised to find that its members 
agreed unanimously with their alarming ‘I'sar's 
demands. Another Sobor, comprising represen: 
tatives of the nobles, clergy, small proprietors, 
and arban and commercial classes, met iu 1598 
and elected Boris Godunof to the throne. Both . 
these Sobors of the sixteenth century seem, 
however, to have been very much smaller in 
numbers than Count Leo Tolstoy’s minimum. 
The revival of this historic institution will 
no doubt be most acceptable to all upholders 
of the Slav tradition in Russia. But we have 
yet to see whether the Liberal reformers will 
regard it as anything more than a mildly in- 
teresting bit of antiquarianism. Everything 
tarns on the question whether it is possible to 
convert the Sobor into an effective moderna 
body, and on thisno more can be said until 
faller information is forthcoming. Perhaps the 
most encouraging fact in the situation is that 
the Tsar has found it necessary to do some 
thing. Should the Zemski Sobor prove 4 
failure, he would hardly be able to refuse 


any longer some more practical — kind 
of popular representation. He virtually 
concedes the principle by calling in the 
Russian people to consult with him. ‘The 


machinery of the Zemski Sobor is chosev, 
no doubt, because it does. not conflict in 
any way with the theory of autocracy. We 
should not be surprised if the Russian estates, 
when Sonvened, showed a strong disposition to 
go beyond traditional precedents. But even a 
the risk of this, some kind of co-operation 
between T’sat and people can no longer be post: 
poned. The humiliating series of defeats, the 
débacle at T'sushima, which makes complete 
victory impossible and even a drawn battle im- 
probable in the last degree, the economic distur 
bance, and the difficulty of raising a foreiga 
loan, make it necessary if the T’sardom is tv keep 
its hold on the peasant masses. But we kno¥ 
nothing officially of the constitution of the 
new assembly, of the functions attributed to it, 
or the rights to be conferred upon it. ‘These 
are mattera on which we shall be enlightened 
in due course, but at present there if an entire 
ibsence of material on which to base inferences 
1s to the importance which must be attached 
-o the means said to have been adopted by the 
Emperor for calmingjthe passions which threat 

m to have such a disastrous effect on the

Under present conditions of the river, more 
than balf of the total amount of water issuing 
from the lakes is lost in the ‘marshes. Sir W. 
Garstin has estimated that it would cost near- 
ly fuur million pounds'to create an embanked 
channel of sufficient capacity to carry the river 
discharge through the 400 miles of marsh. It 


would be easy to shqw’ by figures that such an 


~ expenditure would be well worth incurring if, 


by so doing, thé loss due to the spreading out 
., the marshes is prevented, and the summer 
discharge at Khartoum of about 33 million cu. 
yds, a day, is thereby doubled. An addition of 
3 million, continued for the 80 days of summer 
«hen the increase is 1equired, would repre- 
ent 2,640 millioh-ou: yds. of water, or double 
the quantity stored by the Assouan Reservoir. 

Sir William Willcocks advocates raising the 
Assouan Dam by 20 ft. and -thereby doubling 
thd storage capacity of the reservoir. He also 


thy 


- recommends connecting the Wady Rayan with 


tho Nile and using it in copjunction with the 
Assouan Reservoirs. ‘Ihe Rayan Reservoir 
would act in a similar way totheancient Lake 
Moeris, and could be made to store two or even 
three millions of cubic metres of water above 
the level to which its contents could be utili- 
sed for supplementing the summer Nile. The 
Wady Rayan isa depression in the desert 
alongside the Fayoom, which it resembles, ‘ in 
‘hat its lowest pomt descends to more than 40 
um. below sea level. About 20 years ago, 
attention was called to the possibility of mak. 
ing the depression into a storage reservoir by 
Mr. Cope Whitehouse, an American visitor to 
kgypt,of several winters. . 

It is also possible to make other reservoirs 
in the trough of the Nile itself by the construc- 
tion of dams similar to the Assouan Dam on 
one or more of the cataracts between Assouan 
and Khartoum. So.that Egypt has a choice to 
make from several practicable proposals, and, 
pow that the Anglo-French agreement gives 
the Egyptian Government liberty to dispose of 
accumulated fands in hand, it will doubtless 
make its choice and get to work on the selected 
project. — 

For the irrigation of that paxt of the Sudan 
which lieg on the right bank of tif Nile about 


Khartoum, including the Island of Meroe, the 


Blue Nile water will doubtless be utilised. — It 


has been suggested that a storage reservoir 
might be made of the Abyssinian Lake Tana 
which hasa surface area of 1,300 sq. miles. 
Here again the relstion between the lake area 
onthe one hand, and the catchment: area and 
rainfall on the other, appears to be such that 
the discharge obtainable from the lake in sum- 
mer cannot be made great enough to meet re- 
quirements. ‘Ibe summer discharge of the 

lue Nile falls to less than 200 million cu, ft. a 
day, and, unaided, could not be relied upon 
for the irrigation of a crop ot- any considerable 
area requiring water during the months of 
lowest discharge. But if Egypt and that part 
of the Sudan which could utilise the water of 
the White Nile were to have their irrigation 
fully provided for bya combination of the 
alternative projects named before, the Blue 
Nile summer water (whatever it may amount 
to), supplemented by contributions from the 
‘ana Reservoir, might be reserved tor ‘the 
lands on both sides of that river, and a con- 
siderable area of summer crop be thereby 
raised on them. What that possible area may 
be can be calculated better after Mr. Dupuis’ 
report is made public. Bat assuming that a 
summer discharge of 700 million cu. ft.a day 
is, with the help of a Tana Lake Reservoir, 
made available for. irrigation from the Blue 
Nile, an area of 700,000 acres of summer crop 
could be raised by utilising the whole dis- 
charge ; or, assuming that two-fifths of the 
whole area brought into cultivation is under 
summer crops, the area that could be given 
perennial irrigation would be 1,750,000 acree, 

‘l'o distribute the water, barrages 6n the 
Blue Nile at the most favorable points, with 
a system of canals in connection with them, 
would, of course, be necessary. 

Another way of solving the difficult problem 
of Sudan development, onder the present 
conditions of the summer supply which is al) 
claimed by: Egypt, is to produce, by methods 
of evolution known to expert horticulturista, a 
variety of cotton that will come tg maturity i:

The ‘Isle of Meroe” alone, 
lying between the Blue Nile and the Atbara, 
is an extensive waste of good soil, such as that 
to which the Chenab Canal in India bas given 
life. It is water that is wanting, and to find it 
is the precent-day Sudan qnestion, as twenty 
years ago irrigation was the Egyptian question: 
Those same twenty years have done much for 
Egypt.

IN EGYPT? 


VIEW OF THE BRITISH 
OCCUPATION. 

In “La Revue” of May Ist Jehan d’lvray 
publishes an article criticising the British 
occupation of Egypt. , 

FLAUBERTS PROPHECY. 

He begins by quoting a prophecy written in 
January, 1850, by Flaubert, who said in 
effect :— 

“England will in time become mistress of 
Egypt. She already holds Aden and has filled 
it with troops, and one fine day the Suez 
passage will be found very convenient for the 
transport of redcoats to Cairo. ‘The news will 
reach France a fortnight later, and everybody 
will be astonished. Remember my prediction: 
there i nothing to oppose an invasion ; 10,000 
men would suffice, especially if they were 
French, because of Bonaparte, whom the Arabs 
regard as a demigod ;- but it is not for us that 
the pasty is cooking.” 

The great French novelist was only wrong 
in the Aumber_of troops necessary for the 
oak he eventually, in 1882, Admiral 
Beauchamp Seymour found 800 sailors suffi- 
cient, after the bombardment of Alexandria, to: 
quell the revolt in a city \of some 300,000 
inhabitants. C= 

JUDICIAL FAIDUR 

. The writer then endeavours to.give a résume 
of the effects of the British occupation from 
the point of view of the interests of Egypt 
and hér inhabitants, native and foreign. ‘I'o 
begin with, he says it would. be most unjust 
to say that the extraordinary progress made 
in Egypt during the twenty-two years of 
British occupation is due to Britain alone, It 
would be equally wrong to say that the pre- 
sence of redcoats aloue has suflived to stop 
revolutions, for there has never been anything 
like revolution in Egypt. A mere mutiny 
among soldiers is a very different thing. ‘The 
best work which the British have accomplished 
in Egypt is to be found in the military reforms, 
in finance, and in the irrigation works. Far 
otherwise, however, are the British efforts at 
judicial reform. ‘I'he writer protests against 
the introduction of Englishmen into jadicial 
tribunals to the exclusion of the natives. The 
British justices, he says, not only have no 
knowledge of the Arabic language, but many 
of them know very little about law. In the 
schools the French language has been sup- 
pressed aud replaced by Knglisb, and the 
native justices are required to study English, 
as it is easier for them to learn something 
of our langaage than itis forthe British to 
acquire a knowledge of theirs. ‘The result is, 
the new native justices have given up the 
practice of studying in France, and are sa- 
tisfied with an inferior trainitg in their own 
country, ‘I'hus the judicial condition of the 
country has returned %0 the deplorable igno 
rance complained of twenty years ago. 

BRITISH INFLUENCE DISASTROUS 

TO EDUCATION. 

While Britain has been happy in the reforms 
she has brought about in the domains of 
agriculture aud fiuance, her inflagiice in the 
domain “of education has been disast:ous. 
Nearly all the French professors of Uairo and 
Alexandria have been replaced by Englishmen, 
and even in the provinces native teachers who 
have passed some time in England, or have 
acquired a knowledge of Knglish, are chosen. 
‘the curriculum of studies has been lowered, 
and all the pupils are adepts at football and 
tenris. ‘I'he school of medicine has recently 
had to close its doors owing to lack of pupils, 
with the result that in 1904 only twenty 
native doctors against eighty foreiguers applied 
for permission to practise their art in Egypt. 
In every domain the British fill the best 
posts, and the doors are closed to the natives. 
The Egyptian is kept in a veritable state of 
servitude. He is taught nothing which could 
awaken in him ideas of justice and humanity. 
Alcoholism has spread like a train of fire. 
Tbe British have introduced their bars. 
Whisky is sovereign on the banks of the 
Nile, as in India brandy takes the place of 
bread. As with Malta and India, and all the 
conquests of Albion, Egypt is regarded as a 
source of revenue, and little concern is shown 
for the condition of the worker or producer. 


A FRENCH 


RUSSIAN METHODS IN FINLAND. 


A strongindictment of the conduct of the 
Russian police in Finland is contained in the 
“Finland Bulletin.” Serious cases of defalca- 
tions and embezzlement have, it is said, come 
to public notice recently. The police have 
mapy means of making additions to their in- 
comes. A remunerative field is offered by the 
hotels and restaurants. ‘The police officers de- 
mand free tables for themsel¥es and their fami- 
lies in many restaurants, besides payment 
of cash, tailing which’ the proprietors run 
the risk of losing their licences. It is stated 
that one of the prinojpal restaurants in Hel- 
singfors pays a8 much as £30 per month to the 
police. Police officers bave their wives, 
daughters, sisters, and servants registered as 
police functionaries, drawing salaries, but of 
course doing no work, beyond perhaps av 
occasional report. Unauthorised fees are levied 
from cabmen and other tradespeople. And sc 
on ad infinitum. 

Some of these abuses have been commented 
upon in the local press, and as the result of

A WAR DRAMA.

A war drama was played in one. of the 
St. Petersburg theatres a few months ago from 
which we extract the closing passages of the
